hy Nobody cares particularly whether the Public 

Affair “Bugs” succeed in closing the theatres, 

: ige cream parlors, cigar stands and everything 
el8e of the kind, or not, on Sundays, except that 
the public would raise a merry howl if the Sun- 
day newspapers were not allowed. But every- 
body does care about a lot of Public Affair “Bugs” 
butting into their every private affair and seek- 
ing to¢regulate theni as to what they eat, drink, 
wear, or go to.
